in Western Massachusetts last week in which he called alien 
lion to some very important facts concerning farming, ant 
oilier industries also. Mr. Coolidge was born and brought u[ 
on a farm, and while he has not followed agriculture as a vo 
cation lie has a knowledge of Hie subject more praclicul thai 
that of many who assume lo discuss it. 


Governor Coolidge made a plea for industrial peace and ; 


cessation of -the interruption of production." 
The achieve 


merit of these two ends, he said, was essential lo national pros 
perily, and he expressed confidence that (he good sense of the 
American.people would lead I hem lo this solution of lliei'r in 
duslrial ills. 


The Governor spoke of the interdependence of (he diffcren 


branches of industry. 
The farms supply mosl of (he raw 


materials that go inlo manufactures and the inaiuifaclurec 
goods find their way back lo Hie farms. • Agriculture and man 
ufaduring go hand in hand, each ministering lo (he oilier, a IK: 
so long as a"proper'balance is maintained Ihc country bencfils, 
as do all workers in'all occupations, 
"Modern civilization," 


said the speaker, "has been developed by this dependent rela- 
tionship, li lias been 'brought about by the diversity of indus- 
try. 
It is known to.economists as the division of labor. 
IBy it 


and by machinery production has been greatly increased." 


All (his might seem commonplace. Most people arc aware 


of these simple facts. But Mr. Coolidge touched on one very 
important difference between agriculture and the oilier indus- 
tries, all of which imisl do their share if,(he country is lo'pros- 
per and progress in proportion lo its wealth in natural re- 


• sources. "The production of the farm is never interrupted," 


he said. "It never closes down. 
Unforlunalel ythis is nol the 


case in industry. 'There is a grave responsibility on those who 
.manage and (hose who are employed in industry, in trans- 
portation, in mining, to bring'their activities up to (he farm 
standard of continuous operation." 


This'is a difference between farming and other industries 


which this paper has move than once pointed out.1 When the 
farmer plants a crop he must see il through or throw up (he 
sponge and fail utterly. 
If the season is favorable and crops 


are large he is.obliged lo sell in a glutted and depressed mar- 
ket. Not so with (he manufacturer, who decreases production 
when market conditions are not to his liking, thereby protect- 
ing himself against conditions before which the farmer is help- 
less. 
If'manufacturers would keep their business humming 


through thick and thin (here would soon be such abundance 
thai (here would be enough for all at reasonable prices, and 
the country as a whole would be the richer. 


But that is nol the practice and lliere is no probability thai 


talking will ever bring about such a practice. 
However, the 


point made by Mr. Coolidge is thai production is the basis of 
prosperity, and this is easy to understand. 
For this reason 


industrial peace and a cessation of (he interruption of produc- 
tion must be recognized as one of the most pressing needs of 
the country, and the sooner all classes open their eyes to Ihc 
fact and govern themselves accordingly the. better will it be 
for all concerned.
